Some Curiosities of a Lengthy Document 


Recently Issuoil by the Government; 
Thp, House of Representatives, on 


July 27, passed a resolution calling 
upon tbe Secretary of the Treasury for 
a statement of balances due to and 
from tbe Government of the United 
States. The answer, which was very 
voluminous, was sent to. the Public 
Printer, and the work of placing it in 
type was completed a few days ago. 
The fact that curtain sums arc charged 
against individuals as due the United 
States does not indicate that the per- 
sons so charged with indebtedness have 
profited by the amount involved or that 
they owe the money. 
In the great 


majority of cases the accounts are held 
up awaiting the settlement of some 
technical question as to the legality of 
the expenditure.

OPEN LETTER FROM JUDGE SMITH. 


The following is a copy of a letter re- 


ceived to-day by Mr. Johns. It explains 
itself: 


CHAMPAIGN, ILL,, Oot. 34,1886. 


W. C. JOHNS, ESQ., My Dear Sir: I have just 


received your letter of the SUtlnst., calling 
my attention to an article In the Deealur Her- 
otoof the 20th Inst., in which it la alleited that 
In 1881 the grand jury of Maoon county, by an 
open vote of the whole grand jury, appointed 
a committee to see me and inquire whether 
W. C Johns could be indicted for violation of 
the grand jury's Instructions in the gambling 
ease, and that the committee consisted of T. 
A Prltohett, Koh't McClellanil, John Hatfield 
and Barton S. Tyler. I regret that your letter 
and the article did not reach me sooner. 


Of course, I do not know what took place in 


the grand jury room, «nd cannot tell whether 
suoh committee was appointed or uot. But I 
do know that no such committee ever called 
on me for the purpose named in tho lUrntd; 
nor did any committee of the grand jury evor 
call ou me with any complaints agatust you 
of any kioa during your entire term of otlloo. 
1 never belore heard of any suoh charge until 
I road it in the Herald this day. It affords nlo 
groat satlBfuetion to say to you, and to tho 
people of your county-If you care to make 
this letter public—that you were an honest, 
falthtul and oulolent prosecutor; and I fully 
believe that the interests of tho people were 
not permitted to suiter where it was in your 
power to prevent it.
